At the annual meeting of the American 
Woman Buffe rage Association, held at Min­ 
neapolis, Minn., If. B. Blackwell, from the 
business committee, presented a series of 
resolutions, which were discussed, slightly 
uttered and adopted in the following form: 
The American W oman Suffrage associa­ 
tion, a t Us seventeenth annual meeting 
in

reaffirms 
the 
American 
principal of free representative 
govern­ 
ment, anil demand its application to wom­ 
an. 
"Government* 
derive 
their

powers from the consent of the governed,” 
and women are governed; ‘‘ta x atio n w ith­ 
out representation is ty ra n n y ,” and women 
are taxed; "all political power* inheres in 
the people,” and one-half of the people are 
women. 
Resolved, T h a t women, as the sisters, 
wives and mothers of men. have special 
rights fo protect and special wrongs to 
remedy; th a t their votes will represent in a 
special sense the interest of the home; th a t 
the equal co-operation of the sexes is essen 
Ha! alike to a happy home, a refined so 
clety, a Christian church a n i a republican 
state. 
And, whereas, under the federal constitu­ 
tion "all persons born or naturalized in 
the Fluted States arc citizens thereof and 
of the states in which they reside,” and by 
the decision of the United States courts 
"women are citizens and m ay lie made 
voters by appropriate state legislation,” 
therefore resolved.

tor. The general declined for want of time, 
but principally because he was a private 
person and had no power to enforce his de­ 
cision.

after, the mikado's ministers told their side 
of the trouble, and revealed the fact th a t 
several of the Euro (lean governments were 
actively’ stirring up the strife on both sides, 
hoping to Vie benefited by the war.

ceived through one bequest, and the rest 
through 
voluntary subscriptions. 
One 
gentleman from New York subscribed $5.- 
000, and not a dollar has been begged. The 
work of solicitation has not yet liegun, but I 
have no doubt we shall have a million dol­ 
lars by the first of the year. 
it is the in­ 
tention of t he directors to proceed a t once 
with the erect ion of one wing.

The plan* under consideration 
contem plate the expenditure of $230,000 
on it.

presented m yself before? the 
court of Albemarle county and applied 
for letters of naturalization as a citi­ 
zen of the state, which were granted 
m e on July 6 of the sam e year and a 
certified copy of which I now poswess. 
After my naturalization I went to Ala­ 
bama, rem aining at the Mobile Medi­ 
cal college for many m onths ss profes­ 
sor of chem istry.

G r a n t in th e W h it e H o m e. 


Among the specially notable enter­ 
tainments given bv President and Mrs. I 
Grant while they lived in tho Executive 
Mansion in Washington, were: A state 
dinner in honor of Prince Arthur of; 
England, in 1870; an evening reception I 
at which all the members of the diplo­ 
matic corps and prominent officials of 
our government were present in full 
dress, which was given early in June 
to Red Cloud, Spotted Tail, and other 
distinguished American Indians, who 
were received in the Kist Room aud 
given a supper in the state dining­ 
room; Miss Nellie Grant’s wedding on 
the morning of May 21, 1874; the wed­ 
ding reception of Colonel and Mrs. 
Fred Grant in October, 1874, which 
was an 
evening 
entertainment; an 
evening reception the same autumn in 
houor of Kalakau of the Sandwich Is­ 
lands, and a dinner party also in his 
houor. 
These were, of course, iii addition to 
the usual evening receptions anti state 
dinners during tho sessions of Con- 
S 
ress, of both of which President and 
Irs. Grant gavo many each year. 
Tho 
last state dinner President and Mrs. 
Grant gave in the White House was in 
honor of the President Elect and Mrs. 
Hayes, on March 3, 
1878, when tho 
oath of office as President was admin­ 
istered before dinner bv Chief Justice 
Waite to President Hayes and Vice 
President Wheeler in the Biue parlor. 
That is the only time probably in the 
history of our government when two 
Presidents of the United States have 
been at tile same table, for in no other 
case has one President taken the oath 
of office until the term of his predeces­ 
sor had actually expired. 
It was at 
President Grant’s suggestion that the 
oath as President was administered to 
his successor. 
I met Mrs. Grant in the state dining­ 
room that day just before tho dinner 
occurred, she having come in to see if r 
the table was all rigid, amt when I ex- I w 
pressed some polite regrets that it was 
“ 
the last occasion when she would pre­ 
side as mistress of the house, she said 
bravely: 
“ O h , no; I only think of how 
thankful I am to the people for keep­ 
ing my husband hero so long. 
We 
have been very happy here.” 
But I 
was told next day that when, after the 
entertainment was 
over, the guest* 
were saying good-by and Mrs. Robe­ 
son kissed her hand, Mrs. Grant broke 
down aud wept.

j Mr. Bingham’s last duty in Jap an be­ 
ing to induct his successor into his 
o I lice and present him to the Emperor. 
Ex-Minister Bingham arrived by tile 
Bio de Janeiro, and spoke most freely 
and entertainingly on a variety of 
I Japanese topics. 
I 
“Japan s progress,’’ said the ex- 
I Minister, “has bren simply m arvel­ 
lous. 
When the present Emperor 
came to the throne sixteen years ago 
the country wnsgoverned and ground 
down by the Daimios, who were noth­ 
ing more nor less than feudal lords, 
ruling their serfs with rods of iron, 
and imposing on them a m ilitary duty 
which they turned to quarrelsome and 
robbing account. 
At one blow the 
Em peror swept away this Oriental 
counterpart of European m edievalism 
and Japan leaped a t a b o u n d from 
the sixteenth to the nineteenth cen- 
i tu rv .” 
“How was th is -wonder brought 
about ?” 
“ I shall make the same answer to 
you, sir, th a t I have before made to 
a similar question,” replied the ex- 
Minister. “ It was accomplished be* 
cause the people* believe th a t t he Em­ 
peror is just what his name signifies, 
‘Tenno,’ th e ‘Son of heaven.’ 
Ail the 
traditions of the country points to* 
this, the beliefs of the people went th a t 1 
way, the astonishing wisdom of the 
youth—lie was but sixteen a t thetim e 
of hia succession—confirmed the belief, 
and against what he did and ordered 
there is no resistance. Thus the Ten- 
no was able to accomplish impossibil­ 
ities, or w hat would be impossibilities 
with another monarch.

Wills Hospital, turned the patient 
over to th** M***lico-< hirurgieal, wh* re 
a complete diagnosis of th** case de- 
termined the oau«e of th** trouble to 
be a large tum or which tilled the nasal 
cavity and grew throughthechrekand 
jaw-bones and the base of tho skull. 
As the only hop** of saving the m an’s 
life lay in removing the tum or, the op­ 
eration which was jierforined w as de­ 
cided upon. 
After adm inistering ether, all the 
skin and ll**>h on the right side of th** 
face wan cut loose from.the bones be­ 
neath and laid hack. Then a circular 
saw driven by a surgical engine at a 
speed of I 5,(MIO revolutions a minute 
was brought into play to cut aw ay 
the right side of the nos**, the maxil­ 
lary, or jaw hones and t Id*ethmoid, or 
base of the vault of the skull. As the 
cutting was done the arteries were 
takey up one by one, but a consider­ 
able am ount of blood was unavoid­ 
able lost. 
W hen the bone was removed there 
was nothing left of the right side of tho 
face below the eye* ami above the neck. 
Tho eye itself was held in place by one 
of the six assistants, while another 
one held hack th** base of the brain. 
The tum orous hones now being remov­ 
ed the space left vacant was filiedwith 
several sponges, the tle-h and skin 
drawn buck and sewed last to the 
Other side of the face by fitly stitches. 
At th** end of about two weeks a 
wax model of the interior cavity will 
be m adeand given to a skillful dentist, 
who will construct an artificial jaw. 
There is every probability th at the 
patient, although Ii** is (»8 years old, 
will recover w ithout any unfavorable 
sym ptom s.—Phildelphia Press.

Vk'lmt t h e A m e r i c a n Woman W a n t s . 


At tlie annual meeting of the American 
Woman Sufferage A ssociation, held at Min­ 
neapolis, Minn., II. B. Blackwell, from the 
business comm ittee, presented a series of 
resolutions, which were discussed, slightly 
altered and adopted in the following form: 
The American W oman Suffrage associa­ 
tion, a t Its seventeenth 
annual meeting 
in 
this 
beautiful 
city 
of 
the 
new 
Northwest, 
reaffirms 
the 
American 
principal of free representative 
govern­ 
ment, and demand its application to wom­ 
an. 
“Governments 
derive 
their 
just 
powers from the consent of the governed,” 
and women are governed; “taxation w ith­ 
out representation is tyrann y,” and women 
are taxed; “all political powers inheres in 
the people,” and one-half of the people are 
women. 
Resolved, 
That women, as the sisters, 
wives and m others of men. have special 
rights fo protect and special wrongs to 
remedy; that their votes will represent in a 
special sense the interest of the home; that 
the equal co-operation Of the sexes isessen 
tlal alike to a happy home, a refined so 
ciety, a Christian church a n i a republican 
state. 
And, whereas, under the federal constitu­ 
tion “all persons born or naturalized in 
the United States are citizens thereof and 
of the states in which they reside,” and by 
the decision of the United States courts 
“women are citizens and m ay be made 
voters by appropriate state legislation,” 
therefore resolved. 
F irst—That the officers of this society 
memorialize congress a t its next session in 
behalf of a statu te guaranteeing women 
suffrage in the territories; also of a consti­ 
tutional amendment prohibiting political 
distinctions oil account of sex. 
Second—That while we do not under­ 
v a l u e any form of agitation, state or 
national, we hold that practical wom­ 
en suffrage can 
a t 
present 
be 
best 
promoted by urging legislative aft well as 
constitutional changes, and by appealing 
to sta te as well as national authority; 
therefore we u rg e the establishm ent of act­ 
ive sta te societies in every state, unite 
their working centers in the state capitals 
and their corresponding com m ittees in 
every representative district.

The 
work nT solicitation has not yet begun, but I 
have no doubt we shall ha ve a million dol­ 
lars by the first ol the year. 
It is t he in­ 
tention of the directors to proceed a t once 
with the erection of one wing. 
Work 
will 
probably be 
begun 
on 
it 
within 
a 
few weeks and will be continued during the 
winter. 
The plans under consideration 
contem plate t he expenditure of $ 250,000 
on it. 'You can therefore imagine w hat an 
immense structure the university edifice 
will be when it is completed. 
The directors 
will diviso w ays and means for collecting of 
money, and will also appoint a com m ittee 
to study up 
the 
university 
question 
throughout the United States and in Eu­ 
rope and to make selections for the facul­ 
ty. 
The philosophical and theological de­ 
partment for the higher education M the 
clergy will be first established.

commerce, the following is my best r col­ 
lection; 
About four years ago I sa t be­ 
side <’e i. Grant nt dinner.

me tlmt when in China Prince Kung, who 
was regent and the teal filler during the 
minority of the emperor, 
told him of 
their controversey with Japan. 
War was 
about to be declared, and the prince thought 
it would be a loi c and bloody one, und 
asked Gen. Grant if he would act as arbitra­ 
tor. 
The general declined for want oftim c, 
but principally lsecause he wna a private 
person and bail no power to enforce his de­ 
cision. 
He suggested, however, the terms 
of compromise. 
When in Ju|*an shortly 
after, the mikado's m inisterstokl their side 
of the trouble, and revealed the fact that 
several of the Euro|*ean governments were 
actively stirring up the strife on both sides, 
hoping to be benefited by the war.

same request was made to him on-the part of 
the 
Japanese 
government 
to

arbitrator, and

declining he 
stated 
the

prornis) 
fie 
had 
advised 
for 
China. 
The two nations adopted substantially 
the terms proposed Ev Hen. Grant, and a 
disastrous Conflict waft averted. 
The con­ 
versation drifted in to a consideration 
Of 
his relations with President A n d r e w John­ 
son. 
The narrative of this |>eriod was one 
of the most graphic descriptions to which J 
ever listened, and it is unfortunate for his­ 
tory and posterity that it cannot Is* pre­ 
served as it was told. 
It had the local 
coloring of conversations with and 
sta te­ 
ments by the chief actors, and of the situa­ 
tions 
of 
parties and jiemons as the 
events 
occured, 
invaluable, as a por­ 
traiture and 
estim ate of 
the 
times. 
I 
said 
in 
my 
address 
th at 
Gen. 
Grant performed services to his country 
which were unwritten, quite as im portant 
as any that were recorded, and I think 
this narrative willbear iiieout. This is the 
substance of the storv Johnson l>egan the 
day after the assassination of Lincoln, to 
loudly proclaim at all tim es and places, 
with constant reiteration, the shibboleth 
“Treason is odious and must is1 punished, 
and the chief rebels 
shall 
!><• iiung 
To give effect 
to 
this 
sentiment, 
as 
soon as he was inaugurated he insisted 
upon the United States courts in Virginia 
finding indictments against nil the leading 
inemliem of the confederacy. He alfio w ant­ 
ed the officers in the rels»l army who had 
left the regular army to join the rebellion, 
to be sum marily dealt with by court mar­ 
tial. 
These movem ents of the president 
produced 
the 
greatest 
consternation 
throughout 
tli*1 south.

He saw Johnson on the subject, only to l*e 
informed that the president was, by the 
constitution, commander-in chief of the 
army, an* I that anything by th** com m and­ 
ing general in Hie field was *• ii*j*s t to hi* 
approval or rejection, and he rejected ti * 
terms.

of both honor and expedienty dem and­ 
ed equal good faith on the part of the 
government.

John­ 
son obstinately adhered to his Vies,

whom the president had proscribed.

the generals opinion Johnson * loyaltv 
"as subon mnt<- to, if not « nt i y depend­ 
ent upon his in teu v hatred ofthetfiave- 
hclding oligarchy*. 
He w as a poor white, 
had b<*cn a jour leyinan tailor, and notw ith­ 
standing tlie distinguished public po-filions 
he had held, lie could not break through 
the class barriers, 
and 
was 
treated 
socially with contem pt by the proud at ■* 
foe racy. 
When they plunged intoreb**i:ion 
li“ saw his opportunity. 
He believed in 
Hie power of the government, and thought 
that the tiin<* had come when he could 
’< f -at lbs enemies, contiscifte their proj**r- 
ty, hum iliate their pride, and po-sibly de­ 
stroy them . 
The absorbing a mbit a»u and 
passion of his lite had been to in* received 
and t rented as one of t hem by the oligarchy. 
Having failed in that, and 
Xt FKEKEO IXSl I.T ASH IXDIGX ITY 
in the effort, he Is-came om* of the most 
vindictive of men. 
He saw them foiled in 
their rebellion, defeated and impoverished, 
and now he wanted to kill them. While he 
was devising means to overcome 
<ien. 
Grant’s resistance to the last purp**s‘\ 
lenders of old feudalism called upon him. 
Th**y 
adm itted 
their 
former 
treat­ 
ment 
of 
him 
and 
justified 
it. 
They said that as president of the United 
States he became, regardless of birth or 
ancestry, riot only a member of th* ir order, 
but as h leader. Johnson was wild with 
delight. 
Ambition and pride 
had both 
been satisfied. 
He became as anxious to 
sustain and |s*rpeluate in some form a 
system which had given the highest social 
and political distinction to a few great 
families as 
he had been to destroy it. 
Grant did not have long to wait for the

he refused to obey, liecause the general 
of the army could not be ord* red to a for­ 
eign country with which we were at peace.

No one doubts the courage and

the local land ofli.cs 
have thrown out 
pajiers by these settlers. This decision 
affects many settlers who have located on 
indemnity land prior to the railroad com­ 
pany’s selection. 
The following are the 
facts in the case, together with the de­ 
cision: Knudson settled on the tract prior 
to the survey, and tendered his pre en p 
tion declaratory statem ent at the local 
t’fiirc at Fafgo after the tract had been 
claimed 
by 
the 
tail ton d 
company 
as indem nity'and. 
The general land of­ 
fice holds that, “Indem nity selections are 
not operative to defeat the rights of bona 
fide adverse claim ants under the general 
laws of the United States who settled on 
land within such (indemnity) lim its prior 
to the time when selections by the railroad 
com pany had been made. 
As the alleged 
settlem ent antedates the com pany's selec­ 
tion, Mr. Knudson will be permit ted to file 
his declaratory statem ent and in due time 
make final pre-emption proof.

A m ong the specially notable enter­ 
tainm ents given by P resident and Mrs. : 
G ran t while they lived in the Executive 
Mansion in W ashington, were: A state 
din n er in honor of Prince A rth u r of i 
E ugland, in 1870; an evouing reception j 
at which all the m em bers of the diplo- j 
luatic corps and 
prom inent officials of [ 
our governm ent were present in full 
dress, which was given early in Ju n o i 
to Red Cloud, Spotted Tail, and other i 
distinguished Am erican Indians, who i 
were received in the E ist Room and 
given a supper in 
the state dining- j 
room ; Miss Nellie G ru n t’s w edding on 
the m orning of May 21, 1874; the wed­ 
ding reception of Colonel and Mrs. 
Fred G ra n t in October, 1874, which 
was an 
evening 
entertainm ent; an 
evening reception the sam e autum n in 
houor of K alaknu of the Sandw ich Is­ 
lands, and a dinner party also in his 
houor. 
Those were, of course, iu addition to 
the usual evening receptions and state 
dinners d u rin g the sessions of C on­ 
gress, of both of which President and 
Mrs. G ran t gave m any each year. 
T he 
last state dinner President and Mrs. 
G ran t gave in the W hite House was in 
honor of the President Elect and Mrs. 
Hayes, on M arch 3, 
1878, when tho 
oath of office as P resident was adm in­ 
istered before dinner by Chief Justice 
W aito to President Hayes and Vice 
President W heeler iu the 
Biue parlor. 
T h at is the only time probably in tho 
history of our governm ent when 
two 
Presidents of the United States have 
been at tiie sam e table, for in no other 
case lias one President taken the oath 
of office until the term of his predeces­ 
sor had actually expired. 
It was at 
President G ra n t’s suggestion that the 
oath as President was adm inistered to 
his successor. 
I m et Mrs. G rant in the state dining­ 
room that day just before tho dinner 
occurred, she having com e in 
to see if 
the table was all right, and when I ex­ 
pressed some polite regrets th at it was 
the last occasion when 
she would p re ­ 
side as mistress of the house, she said 
bravely: 
“Oh, no; I only think of how 
thankful I am to the people for keep­ 
ing my husband hero so long. 
We 
have been very happy h ere.”

was told next day that' when, after the 
en tertain m en t 
was 
over, the 
guest-> 
were saying good-by and Mrs. Robe­ 
son kissed her hand, Mrs. G ra n t broke 
down and wept. 
She said th a t in leav­ 
ing the W hite House th a t it was the 
oniy hom e she had know n for as long 
as eight yoars since she was m arried, 
and th a t is true up to this time. 
She 
has lived in no otiier place continually 
so long.— Mtss Grundy in Philadelphia 
Press.

Youth’s Companion. 
T he Apaches are the m ost subtle 
Indians on the American Continent. 
Time and again they have ou tw itted 
th e veteran eompaigners sent against 
lliem; and the skilful scouts, who have 
won their spurs elsewhere, have been 
completely unhorsed by those peerless 
knights of t he plains. 
Some y ears ago. when a lieutenant 
of cavalry, 1 com m anded the escort of 
a little tra in on its w ay through the 
eastern p o rtio n of Arizona from New 
Mexico. 
We were in the Apache coun­ 
try, an d consequently were w ithout 
an y exeuse for 1 jeing taken of o u rg u a rd . 
When 1 add th a t we rode over a 
perfectly 
dry 
and 
level 
prairie, 
with 
only 
the 
blue 
line 
of 
the 
Zuni 
M ountains 
visible 
against the distan t horizon, it will he 
supposed th a t the last danger we had 
to fear was from the red men. 
All 
ou r com pany were Indoldian lighters; 
b u t while we were passing across the 
parched plain, with the c attle tra in 
a half mile to the rear, a n d wit h o u r­ 
selves on the alert, we are utterly o u t­ 
witted, and o u r friends disastrously 
am buscaded. 
We rode within a hundred y ard s of 
a large force of dism ounted Indians 
w ithout once suspecting the asto n ish ­ 
ing fact. 
Some tim e later, when we 
were start led by sudden firing behind 
us. we looked back and saw o u r friends 
engaged in a fierce light with a p a rty 
of Apaches. 
W here the sw arthy a s ­ 
sailan ts cam e from passed conjecture. 
T he country, for miles in every direc­ 
tion, a< I have said, was a blistered 
plain. 
A jack rab bit would have been 
detected, as lie whisked like a ray of 
light across the yellow surface, and 
yet m ore th a n a score of w arriors had 
hidden t hern selves from o u r sight when 
scarcely a stone's throw aw ay. 
We dashed back to th e help of the 
undangered horsemen, bu t before we 
could reach them several were badly 
wounded, an d the cattle were skurry- 
ing southw ard in a cloud of dust. 
We 
kept up a running light for several 
miles, but the raiders, a num ber of 
whom had s. cured horses, got aw ay 
w ithout losing a stolen anim al, or 
leaving a wounded w arrior behind. 
T he Apaches, as we afterw ard learn­ 
ed, knowing the route we were to take, 
stretched themselves on the ground 
along the trail. 
Their scant clothing, 
and their bodies were the color of the 
e a rth upon which they lay Hat and 
motionless. 
'The dry, stun ted grass 
was gat he red about theii beads and 
shoulders with such deftness th a t, as 
I have shown, we rode by the p a rty 
w ithout th e slightest suspicion of d a n ­ 
ger. 
In the a u tu m of 1882. 
C aptain 
A rthu r 
B urnham 
and 
fourteen 
cavalrym en, 
accom panied 
by 
the 
young son 
of 
the 
oflicer, 
were 
rid in g a ta leisurely pace a long the foot­ 
hills to the west of the San Francisco 
m ountains, w hich for m any miles ex­ 
tend bet ween .\<‘W Mexico and Arizona. 
T he Gila range lay far to the west, and 
the destination of.the little com pany 
was Fort Apache,half a hundred miles 
to the northw est. 
The squad was fired upon from the 
rocks, and one of the soldiers was 
wounded. 
Suspect ing.from the sound 
of th* guns, th a t their assailan ts were 
weak in num bers, C aptain Burnham 
and his men wheeled their anim als, 
charged as far as they could be forced, 
a n d then, leaping to the ground, d a sh ­ 
ed am ong the boulders. 
Th e w arriors numbered only six w ho, 
finding they ’could 
not hold 
their 
ground, turned and tied. 
Several were 
struck but all escaped, extepting one. 
who w as lqmle captive. 
The taking of Indian prisoners is not 
a popular occupation on the border, 
a u d it m ay be d oubted whether Cap­ 
tain B urnham would have followed 
the course which he did. but for pecu­ 
liar reasons. 
The Apache upon w hom 
he fixed his a tte n tio n was an Indian 
lad no more th a n 15 or IB years of 
age. 
lb- wa> crouching behind a rock, 
which p artly sheltered him. and re­ 
mained there until the captain was 
within tw enty p.uv*. 
lie then rose to 
his Jeet. took deliberate aim, and [Hill­ 
ed t he t rigger of his gun. 
An e x tra o rd in a ry occurrence saved 
the life of the officer. 
I)m ing the brief 
but lively skirm ish, the ham m er of the 
young Apache's ride was h roktn by a 
s tra y bullet, w ithout the ow ner dis­ 
covering the fact. 
His com panions 
had tied, when lie eoolv levelled his 
piece a nd a ttem p te d to lire. 
The soft 
click of the ham m er followed, but there 
was no report. 
W ith the sam e won­ 
derful self-possession, he lowered the 
weapon, glanced down, an d observing 
the cause of the failure, flung it aside 
an d turned to run. 
“ Don't -hoo t!" shouted th e e a p ta in . 
“ H e ’s mine!'’ 
T he officer was unusually fleet of 
foot, anil having leaped from the s a d ­ 
dle, he ra n after the young Indian 
with the im petuosity of a panther. 
Yet with all his cleverness lie would 
hav e failed,but for an o th er curious 
m ishap. 
T he moccasin of the Vpache 
slipjied on a stone, which rolled under 
him, a n d he feli on his side. 
He w as 
up again like a flash, when th e e a p ta in 
stru ck him betw»*en the shoulders and 
sent him sprawling on his face. 
A sec­ 
ond tim e the lad bounded to his feet, 
b u tt lie iron grip of th e pursuer was on 
his arm . 
lie struck a vicious blow a t 
th e cap tain with h F knife, which n a r­ 
row ly missed slashing the c a p ta in ’s 
face, bu t tlie weapon was wrenched 
aw ay, a n d the writhing young wildcat 
w as helpless. 
T he prisoner expected no mercy, and 
he would no t have asked it had he 
know n it would hav e been gianted. 
W hen he was pinioned, and could 
struggle no more, he su bm itted with 
th e sullen stoicism of his race. 
“ There's no trusting the spitfire,' 
said th e cap tain , retaining his hold 
a n d assuring himself th a t no weapons 
were concealed about the prisoner. 
“ W e’ll bind him fa st.” 
H is a rm s were securely tied, and he 
w as forced, w ith very little gentleness, 
u p o n th e horse of th e officer. 
A rope 
w as then looped tightly a ro u n d each 
unkle. joining under th e belly of the 
m ustang, a n d with one a rm a ro u n d 
th e prison er s waist, th e e a p ta in and 
his men set out on their return. 
Young Jack B urn ham was greatly 
interested in th e captive. 
He was 
a b o u t th e sam e age as the Indian, an d 
despite th eir different blood, m ore 
th a n one rem arked a singular resem ­ 
blance between them . 
T he Apache, 
who waa christened Z idda by his c a p ­ 


to rs (because an exclam ation which 
escaped him sounded like t h a t word) 
worchislong, coarse, black h a ir loose 
a b o u t his shoulders, had very fine 
teeth, was sw arthy of complexion, and 
his eyes were as d a rk a s midnight. 
T he w ife of C aptain B u rn h am w as a 
Spanish lady, living in San A ntonia, 
T exas. 
The son inherited her d a rk 
color a n d handsom e features. 
His 
h air was long an d silken, a n d his 
m ovem ents were as easy a n d graceful 
as those of Zidda. 
The Apache, however, was hare from 
his shoulders to his w aist. 
Below was 
a p air of gaudy Mexican 
trousers, 
brilliantly-headed moccasins, while a 
heavy golden 
bracelet ad o rn ed his 
right wrist. 
A faded silken sash encir­ 
cled his waist, and, as a rule, th e h a n ­ 
dles of a couple of knives p ro tru d ed 
therefrom, while a cartridge box was 
suspended 
from bis shoulder by a 
string. 
T he rifie which he c a st aside, 
like m ost of t hose used by t he Apaches, 
was a breach-loader of the latest im­ 
proved p a tte rn . 
Ja c k wore a stiff-brimmed som brero 
an d a sh o rt cloak such as are often 
seen in Spanish an d Mexican coun­ 
tries.

“ We have been discussing the m a t­ 
ter." said ( ’a p t. B urnham , “ and under 
some circum stances we might try to 
tu rn him into a Bland dollar, and force 
him into circulation; but it m ay be 
several day s before we reach the fort, 
a n d m ore th a n likely he will give us th e 
slip after a ll.” 
“ Let him do so.” 
“ He will pay us by leading a p a rty 
who will ta k e every one o fo u rse a lp s.” 
“ We run th a t risk so long as we are 
on the plains.” 
“ You 11 get over this sentim entality 
before m any years, but on y o u r ac­ 
count, I'll consent th a t lit* shall be 
kept a prisoner 
until 
to-m orrow . 
Then we'll toss up to see how the 
b other shall be ended. 
Cam p was m ade in an open sp o t 
th a t had been used for the sam e p u r­ 
pose m ore th a n once before. 
It 
was 
close to a stream of running water, 
w here enough succulent grass grew for 
the horses, and where, with the bright 
m oon riding high in an unclouded -kv, 
it was not believed th a t the Apaches 
could surprise them. 
Jack B urnham stood in front of the 
captive while talking with his father. 
The young Indian's eyes flitted from 
the face of the parent to the son, with 
an intentnc-s of interest th a t the o th ­ 
ers rem arked. 
T he words were in the 
mongrel Spanish of the Southw est,and 
though it was unsuspected at

dow n th e coppery breast of the ca p ­ 
tive. 
“ 1 suffer for w ater.” said lie. looking 
up; “ I cannot drink from the hand of ; 
a n o t her. 
W ithout hesitation. Jack whipped 
out his knife, and bending over 11 it* 
lad, began carefully e u ttin g th e thongs 
between t he hands. 
“ W hat are you doing?" dem anded 
the captain. 
“ He can 't eat o r drink 
with his 
hands t ied." called back i lie boy, look­ 
ing sideways over bis shoulder a t his 
parent, while he continued work with 
his knife. “ I am not going to unloose 
his feet .’’ 
T he instant the young Apache felt 
his hand s freed, lie caught the knife of 
his friend, and. with a single lightning- 
like sweep, cut the cords between Lis 
ankles, threw himself backw ard, land­ 
ing upon hi- feet, and whirling ab o u t, 
was off like a s h o t. 
Tw o 
of the cavalry snatched tip 
their guns and fired at him, but the

Ap; iche vanished with such 
swiftness th a t no tim e was given to 
aim. 
T he nstound«*d Jack elambered 
to bis feet jtisl in tim e to c a t c h a 
glimpse of bis new acqu aintan ce as lie 
disolved in the moonlight. 
“ My gracious’" exclaimed Jack, wit h 
a quizzical look, “ 1 didn't -u-pect he 
I ilea nt t o do t lia (. 
Tile ot hers laughed over tie* discom ­ 
fit lire of t be boy. and assured him t hut 
in ea-e of a tta c k .

o r dodged from boulder to boulder 
with a n agility th a t saved m an y a 
dusky m a rau d e r for future forays. 
T he troojiers left in charge of the 
houses called to th e others, who in­ 


sta n tly returned. 
T he red rrrm h ad 
regained their own m ustangs an d by a 
d ex tro u s manoeuvre, sep arated Jack 
B urn ham 's from th e others. 
When 
th e e a p ta in a n d the rest of his men 
sprang into their saddles again, they { 
saw the hoy urging his steed to th e u t ­ 
m o st a n d pursued by a dozen m o u n t­ 
ed Apaches, who were forcing their !

“ they have singled o u t m y Ja c k for 
ca p tu re t h a t they m a y p u t him to the 
to rtu re ; come, hoys, h o t w'ork aw aits 
us!” 
Leaving th eir wounded com rades, 
who could n o t s ta n d th e terrific riding, 
the troo pers dashed after their leader, 
as eager as ho to save the imperilled 
y o u th . 
T h e picture was a thrilling one. 
In 
the distance could he seen th e black 
m ustang of J a c k B u rn h am stretching 
aw ay on a dead run, head extended, 
m ane a n d tail flying, while th e cloak 
a n d h a ir ot the rider stream ed in the 
wind. 
Less th a n 200 y a rd s behind th e fly 
ing fugitive, were th e Apaches th u n d e r­ 
ing after him.

forced to th e u tte rm o st verge of en du r­ 
ance. 
“ Halloo! halloo!” 
The squad of cav alry were near the 
point where th** gorge reopened into 
the valley, when they were halted by 
the sight of a bareheaded figure,stand­ 
ing m otionless and waving its arm s as 
if to a ttr a c t their notice. 
\ second 
glance m ade known th** astounding 
fact th a t it was young J a c k Burnham .

After an almost unbroken residence 
in J a p a n for nearly thirteen years, 
Jo h n A. Bingham of Ohio, ex-Minister 
for the United States to the imperial 
c ou rt a t Tokio, has arrived in San 
Francisco on his way home.

Mr. Bingham 's last d u ty in J a p a n be- 
ing to induct his successor into his 
office an d present him to the Em peror, 
Ex-M inister Bingham arrived by the 
Rio de Janeiro, a n d spok** m ost freely 
a n d entertainingly on a variety of 
Jap an ese topics. 
“ J a p a n 's progress,” said the ex- 
Minister, “ has been simply m arvel­ 
lous. 
When 
the present Em peror 
cam e to th e th ro n e sixteen years ago 
th e co u n try was govern*** 1 and ground 
down by the Daimios, who were n o th ­ 
ing m ore n o r less th a n feudal lords, 
ruling their serfs w ith rods of iron, 
and imposing on them a m ilitary d u ty 
which they turned to quarrelsom e and 
robbing account. 
At one blow the 
E m pero r swept aw ay this Oriental 
c o u n te rp a rt of European m edievalism 
a n d J a p a n leaped a t a bound from 
the sixteenth to the nineteenth cen­ 
tu r y .” 
“ H ow was 
this wonder brought 
ib o u t ?” 
“ I shall m ake the sam e an-w’er to 
j’ou, sir, th a t I have before m ode to 
a sim ilar question,” replied th** ex-
